possibilities the Observer claims no 
authority or commission to repre- 
sent league Interests, and wishes It 
distinctly understood that In the use 
of political terms, reference is made 
to spring politics only, and that 
he 
'writes by courtesy of the Gazette, for 
the purpose of presenting facts and 
figures which may have escaped tho 
public eye. 


Merely An Opinion 


So far as the Observer has noted 


the league has been careful to dis- 
tinguish between federal or state pol- 
itics and city politics proper. 
No at 
tempt as been made to Influence or 
control any man's political prefer- 
ences, but simply to ask him 
to 


)walve everything in the choice of 
officials who are to handle the city's 
business. 
Political division may be a good 


thing for some cities, and therefore 
has its merits, but so far as Janes- 
vllle Is concerned it is at present 
without a defender. 
City politics 


has nothing to do with state or na- 
tional politics. 
Whether tho citizen 
receives real or fancied benefits by 
the success of bis party candidate 
for president or for governor, is a 
matter of opinion about which 
the 
best of men may differ, but there Is 
no room for disputing the fact that In 
city affairs neither the president nor 
the governor of the state can Inter- 
fere one particle to protect the tax- 
payer from bad local government. 


Possibly this statement, of the case 


may already be understood by tho 
voters but there Is no harm In re- 
stating it. since It justifies the ex- 
istence of the league and will Justlfj 
Its entry Into the field of local poll 
tics. 
Statute of Limitations 


And by the way there Is nothing 


harmful about calling a spade 
a 
spade. 
It Is no disgrace for every 


man to be a politician In city affairs 
which concern his personal life, am 
the moment he begins to work for the 
city's Interests he becomes a poli- 
tician to that extent. 
There Is a good deal of silliness in 


dulged by some people wo are always 
inveighing 
against the politicians 


They seem to forget that their own 
language brings them within 
the 


pale of politics as surely as tho poor 
debtor comes within tiic statute 
o 


limitations. 


Neutrality Is the proper thing In 
its place, but the league must be ag 
gresslve. 
Whether it wins or loses 
is not the main question, although 
that Is Important, but to fall in mak 
ing the attempt would be suicidal. 


In previous articles the Observer 


has stated ample grounds in justltl 
cation of league influence and tho 
Gazette has the credit of advocating 
municipal reform with impartial con 
slstency for many months past. 
It 
is therefore for the people to say 
which they want—the same old way 
of doing business for tho public, or 
'will they choose to protect 
them 


selves? 
There probably Is not a man in 
Janesvllle who dares undertake pub 
llclty to defend the old system of con 
ducting 
municipal affairs. 
There 


are very few who defend It private- 
ly. 
But there are reasons why the

about prosecutions or law suits am 
tho Observer has not been much of 
an enthusiast over these tnlngs, for 
tho reason that court cases aro apt 
to be long winded affairs while the 
election of good men for public of- 
fices was after all the real Issue bc< 
fore the people. 


Free Choice the Motto 


In choosing iwhlch side he will sup- 
port, the taxpayer will consult his 
own interests. 
There Is no law to 


compel him to support anybody. at 
though his Interests are HO closely In- 
terwoven with those of tho city, that 


• they are one and the same. 


Every parent and every property 


owner Is directly responsible for the 
good name of the city, and there is 
a sense of self-respect which every 
person feels, when he hears his own 
municipality well spokon of.

the spoils system?

Defendants Are Given to March 2 t: 


Consider Whether They Will Permit 
Examination of Booki or Appeal to 
Supreme Court. 


Chicago. Feb. 19.—Judge Grcsscup 


•vcrruled the demurrer of the tit-lea J 
ant packers to the allegations made 
against them by the federal govern- 
ment In the famous "beef trust" cases 
By this decision the Injunction agalns*. 
lurther operation of the combination 
la made permanent, and the packers 
are left to face an unpleasant alter- 
native. If they stand by the demurrer 
H. will go to the Supreme court and be 
decided on the questions of law as In 
the case just decided, or they can 
tlect to answer the original allega- 
tions In the bill and stand the hear- 
ing of testimony as to the Inner work- 
Ings of the combination. They have 
until March 2 to choose which horn 
of the dilemma they will accept. 


Sustains Government. 


Judge Grossctip's 
decision 
estab- 


lishes that the operations of the pack- 
ers In the buying of live stocl; and 
the reselling as fresh meat consti- 
tutes interstate commerce. 
It sus- 


tains the government's 
position In 


•very detail, and If it is finally ap- 
proved by the Supreme court It means 
not only the dissolution of the alleged 
trust, but of all of the other large 
combinations 
acting along 
similar- 


lines. 


The court briefly summarized the al- 


legations in the government's bill In 
the following: 


"That the defendants combined ami 


conspired to refrain from bidding foi 
lire stock in order to hammer down 
prices to the producer. 


"That they bid tip prices for a few 


days to influence large shipments to 
the stockyards •. and 
then 
refrained 


from bidding, thereby again depress- 
ing prices. 


"That they arbitrarily raised and 


Towered prices and maintained uni- 
form prices by secret agreement, <-ur 
tailed shipments. Imposed "penalties 
for price deviations and kept 'black- 
lists' of delinquent dealers. 
1 
"That they Imposed Illegal and ex- 


pensive cartage charges on dealers 
and consumers. 


"That they received and divided 


among themselves Illegal rebates from 
railroads carrying their goods. 


"That they attempted to obtain a 


monopoly of the supply and distribu- 
tion of dressed meats." 


Decision In Brief. 


The government's definition IB co- 


incided with by the court In these 
pivotal polntH: 


"Commerce- Is not restricted to spe- 


cific acts of. sale or exchange. 
It In- 


cludes the Intercourse—all the Ini- 
tiatory and Intervening acts. Instru- 
mentalities and dealings—that direct- 
ly bring about the sale or exchange. 
The underlying test 
(of 
interstate 


commerce) Is that the transaction as 
an entirety. Including each part calcu- 
lated to bring about the result, reaches 
Into two or more states, and that the 
parties dealing with reference thereto 
deal from different states. What may 
IK called the body of these transac- 
tions (Interstate commerce in meats) 
la twofold. It.reaches back to the pur- 
chase of cattle that come to defend- 
ants from states other than those In 
•which defendants manufacture, and It 
Teaches forward to the sale of the 
meats after conversion to parties deal- 
ing with respect thereto from other 
states, followed by shipments Into the 
' other states." 


Regarding Agents. 


As to meat sent to agents In anoth- 


er state and there sold from their 
stores the decision says: 


"The transaction In such case Is 


really between the purchaser and the 
agent or principal. The agents rep- 
resent the principal at the place where 
the exchange takes place, 
but the 


transaction, ax. a commercial entity. 
Includes the principal, anil> Includes 
him as dealing from his pll<cc of busi- 
ness." 


In conclusion the court oays- 
"It aiay be true that tho way of en- 


forcing any decree tinder tills petition 
is beset with difficulties and that a 
literal enforcement may 
result 
In 


relations Interference 
with 
defend- 


ants' affairs, but In the inquiry be- 
fore me I am not at liberty to stop be- 
fore such considerations. The Sher- 
man act. as Interpreted by the su- 
preme court. 1* the law of the land, 
and to the law as It stands both court 
and people must yield obedience."

IS DISCOVERED BY ACCIDENT 


Scores Are Involved in Plot, Which 


Has Been Carried on for Years and 
Has Made Many Persons Wealthy— 
Dummies Are Substituted, 


New York, Fob. 19.—Uy an astound- 


InK series of frauds carried on for 
years a band of Italians has swindled 
a dozen life Insurance companies out 
of more than $1,000,000. One of the 
conspirators Is said to have received 
at least $2&0,OUO as his share of the 
booty. 


Scores of men and women were In- 


volved In the plot, which was carried 
on for ten years under the noses of the 
Insurance officials and was discovered 
only by accident. 


Swindle Is Gigantic. 


Perjury, forgery and perhaps mur- 


der were committed In this gigantic 
swindle. As many as 
twenty-Hires 


substitute bodies were passed off on 
a single insurance company, and It Is 
possible 100 substitute bodies were 
used during the long series of frauds. 
It will be necessary to open scores of 
graves In the process of unearthing 
the extent of the Incredible swindles. 


Joseph Trppanl. an undertaker, Is 


alleged -to have been the head of the 
conspiracy, and Is In the Tombs. 
Al- 


though said to be worth more than a 
quarter of a million dollars, the au- 
thorities have 'refused to accept as 
sureties several men who have offered 
to furnish the required $6,000 ball. 


Gives Ball and Disappears. 


Bartolomeo Clronl, who secured the 


subjects and furnished the dummies, 
furnished $8,000 cash ball before the 
gravity of the situation became known 
and disappeared. 
Others 
arrested 


were Dr. Albert Loowltt, Dr. Francis 
Mucci, Fabla D'Allesslo, Eralllo Clroni 
and Michael Pasca, an Italian banker. 


Among the 
Insurance 
companies 


that have been victimized 
by 
the 


swindlers are the John Hancock, the 
Union Central, the Washington Life, 
(he Prudential, tho Equitable, 
the 


Provident Life, the Tradesmen's of 
Newark, the Mutual Life and the Met- 
ropolitan of Cincinnati. 


How Scheme Was Worked. 


The plan of the swindlers was to 


fln,d a man about to die and persuade 
him to make an application for a life 
Insurance policy. 
When It became 


necessary to submit to the physical ex- 
amination by a doctor, a healthy man 
was used as a dummy. On the death 
of the sick man the necessary proofs 
were doctored and the policies col- 
lected. 


TrepanI acted as general manager 


of the band, caring for the details of 
the •work, and as he was an undertaker, 
ho buried the bodies of tho persons 
upon whom Insurance was to be col- 
lected. He changed the records when 
It became necessary to do so, and he 
divided tho money obtained, seeing 
that all were satisfied, and that no op- 
portunity was offered 
for 
the 
au- 


thorities or the high olllclalH of Uie In- 
surance companies to obtain Informa- 
tion of what was being done. 


Provides Dummies. 


It was Clrino's duty to find the sick 


confederates and provide tho dum- 
mies. 


Substitutes arc paid to have been 


paid 5 per cent of the face of the pol- 
icy, though In many cases a (Ixed sum 
was set, regardless of the amount of 
the Insurance. 
Then there was the 


notary public who certified to the rec- 
ords and who had to be paid liberally 
that he might not make trouble for 
the conspirators. 
It Is said that tho 


notary received a regular salary from 
his associates and was also paid $10 
In each case. 


The physicians had to be cared for, 


and five of them have become wealthy. 
It Is said there were also confederates 
among tho employes of the Insurance 
companies. One of these Is alleged to 
have received $GOO In one case.
